take things which do not belong to 
him. 

At least this is the contention of 
the state in enforcing this regula¬ 
tion. It is for the welfare of the 
many, as opposetl to that of the in¬ 
dividual, that this particular sub¬ 
ject must restrain his desires, some¬ 
times even his hunger. 

In other words, Ihe first lau.’ of 
nature —tliat of personal self-pres- 
ervatHin—is made subordinate to 
the code of laws which has been 
adopted for the preservation of so¬ 
ciety as it is. A man who is starv¬ 
ing cannot even steal a loaf of 
bread to preserve his life, because 
stealing is supposed to be destruc¬ 
tive to society. 

The principle is clearly estab¬ 
lished and recognized tliat individ¬ 
ual interests—no-matter how press¬ 
ing—should not in any case super¬ 
sede general interests. 

♦ * » 

And yet how limited is the ap¬ 
plication of this excellent principle 
of restriction. 

The law which prohibits the 
gratification of the poor man's hun- 


—^T'lROM time immemorial 
there have Ixrcn in all 
civilized countries laws 
of a restraining nature. 
I They were always hasc<l 

upon the principle that individuals 
must curb their powers, their pas-, 
sions. their desires whenever, by 
gratifying these, the interests of so¬ 
ciety as a whole might be injured. 

Robbery, forgery, rape and arson 
are forbidden, btrause the com¬ 
mittal of these crimes, if permitted, 
would prove injurious to the wel¬ 
fare of the people in general, 
though thev might advance the in¬ 
terests of those committing them. 

» » • 

Let us suppose the case of a 
needy man who sees within easy 
reach the wherewithal to satisfy his 
wants. All he would need to do is 
to stretch out his hands to get it. 

Yet he is not permitted to do so. 
IThe law stands Mfore him with a 
solemn threat. It tells him that 
it is wiser and better for the welfare 
of the community that he should 
iuffer—or even that he should 
perish—rather than that he should 


gcr at the cxiwnse of his neighbor, 
to Ik logical, should prohibit the 
gratification of the rich man's greed 
at the ex(H-nse of his neighUirs. 

If it is just ami iwlitic that in¬ 
dividuals should be rolraiticd 
whenever their action^ tend to affect 
adversely the morals and welfare 
of the community or of the nation— 
then certainly a check should also 
be impeded on those who, by ac¬ 
cumulation of wealth far Itcyond 
their needs, are in.strumental in pro¬ 
ducing poverty and the crimes and 
vices which arc tlie results of pov¬ 
erty. 

If personal self-gratification and 
even personal self-freserx-alioii 
must make way for social preserva¬ 
tion, then it should he reqt ired tliat 
the opulent surrender their richc.s 
in order to save the social organiza¬ 
tion. 

If the principle of subjection to 
restriction for the general good is 
one whose application is essential to 
the welfare of the comiivmwcalth. 
then even the poxivr of indulging 
the passion of greed for immoileratc 
wealth, which might inflict injury

Wlien we reflect that in the 
twenty-eight principal nations of 
the world there are 33«oo.ooo men 
trained as soldiers, of whom 8.000.-, 
000 are actually under anns inj 
times of (leacc, and lliat Uie yearly 
cost of maintaining tliis huge engine 
of dcstntrtion and oppression ip aj 
conditiun of efficiency, more or less 
and apart from the actual a>st of 
war, is $1350,006.000. K is unthink¬ 
able that labor, whicli has to bear 
the cost of war in life and iiiuncr, 
will not find a mors rrasonalilc and 
human metliod of settling such in- 
lematinnal disjiutes.

The 
class that prodncei nothing poaseaaea 
labor’s fruits, and the opponunMes 
and enjoyment these fruits afford 
while the clats that docs the world’s 
real work haa increating economic aio- 
certainty, and physical and iutellect- 
nal misery, na its portion. 

The fact that theae two clasaet have 
not yet bccunw folly c e na c i ons of their 
(listioclioa from each other, the fart 
that the lines of division and interesf 
may not yet be rtcariy drawn, does 
not change the fact of the class con¬ 
flict. 

This class struggle ii dne to the 
private ownership of the meant of 
employment, or the tools of prodne- 
tioa. Wherroer and -whenev e r 
ouraed his owti laaid and taela. aad by 
them prodaced oady the things which 
be need eco n omi c iodrpandciKc was 
possible. Bnt prodaction. or the 
makiw of goods, has' long since 
censed to be iadividaaL The labcra 
•f acorca or even thnnaindi. enter into 
almnot every article ptvdnccd Pro- 
doeiion is now social or eonectivc. 
Fraetically cvevythiag n > --de or done 

by teas and coutinenti—vrorSw to¬ 
gether far the same end Bnt tw co- 
operatioa in production ia not for the 
direct nse of the things made by the 
workera who make them, bnt for the 
profit of tba.oiuncrt of Die toob aad 
means of prodnclion; and to this is 
dne the present divrrusn cl society 
inio two distinct clsaees; and from u 
haa sprang all the miseries, fohar- 
moniea and contradictions of ogr 
civilizatioa. 

Batweca thaae two claaaca there 
can bt no poaslhle compro m ise or 
identity of lOterest, agy more than 


there can be peace in the ntirfst of 
war, or light in the midst of daifc- 
aess. A aocicty based npon this class 
diviaioa carries in iucif the seeds erf 
its own destrsciion. Such a society 
is lonaded on fundatnental htjnatice. 
Tliere can be no possible tiima for 
social peace, for indivtdnal freedom, 
for mental harmony, except in the 
conscioas and complete triumph of the 
working class as the only class that 
baa the right or oovrer to be. 

IV, 

Thn Socul-Democ r a t fc prograaa is 
Dot a theory imposed upon society 
for its acceptance or rejectioii. It if 
but the interp r e tati on of what is, 
sooner ex later, ineviuble. Capitalism 
is already stnigriing to ita dcitrnc- 
besn. It is no longer competent to 
organize or adminiMer the work ot 
the world ex even to preaerve itself. 
The captains of industry are appalled 
at their own inability So control or 
direct the rapidly socializiiic force, 
of industry. The so-called trnat is 
but a sign and fexm of this developing 
voculiraticm erf the wexid's wexk. The 
nniver^ incrcaM erf the naecruinty 
ei employment, the nsuversal capitalist 
determination to break down the uauty 
of labor in the trades onions, the 
mdetpreedapprehcasioat of impending 
change, reveal that-the oonaticntioaa 
erf capitalist jmciety are paasiun under 
the power erf inhering forces that will 
soon destroy Uem. 

Into the mieiat erf this strain and 
cnaea of civilization, the Social- 
Democratic soTcmcot comes as the 
only saving or conservative force. If 
tha world is to be saved from chaos, 
from nniveraa] chsordcr amd mtaexy. 
it roust be bv the niuon of the workers 
of aU nariona in the Social-DOTOcratie 
movement. The Social-Democratic 
party comes with the einly preiposi- 
lion or program for iolelligently pad 
deliberateiy organiziiw the nation for 
the cemimon gewd eif all its dtiaeai. 
It ia the first time that the mind of 
man hat ever been directed toward the 
conscious organization of society. 

Social-Democraey meant that all 
those things upon which the peo|>lc in 
commoo depend shall by the people in 
common be owned and admraistcred. 
It meant that the tools of employment 
shall belong to thetr creators and 
users; that all production tball b. for 
the direct nse of the producers; that 
the makiag of goods for profit thaB 
com e to aa end; that sre shall an be 
I workera tomrfber. and tharopportoni- 
ties shall DC open and eqtULl tn all 
men.
